work should be based 
on what a 


man can earn, and not upon the num- 
ber of hours employed. 
Every Intelll- 


gent workman knows that there Is 
just as much difference In the ability 
of men In the shop, as there is in 
men behind the counter, in the office 
or In the various channels of com- 
mercial life. 


It Is not fair to the best workmen 


to handicap them, by attempting to 
pull up to their level a class of men 
who lack the- ability to stand shoulder 
to shoulder with them In earning ca- 
pacity. To say that all men shall lie 
paid the same money for the same 
class of work. Is like- saying to the 
dry goods ninn. every clerk In your 
employ must be paid the same wages. 


There arc many good thing* about 


labor organlatlons and there is much 
that they may accomplish both fur 
labor and capital, but 
one of tho 


weaknesses is the effort so persist- 
ently made to place all on the same 
level, regardless of merit or ability. 


IS IT WORTH THE PRICE. 


When President Van Illso of tho 


state university stood before an aud- 
ience of 2.000 young men. the other 
day, and after being Insulted by n 
tumult of hisses, said to them, "I 
sometimes wonder 
whether or not 


the stable Is Justified in

of u Herles of disgraceful huzlngs, and 
a general disposition to rebel. • The 
semi-centennial of the university Is 
to be celebrated this suminnr and ex- 
tensive preparations are In progress.

President Van Hlso took 
occasion to introduce his reprimand 
in the sentence referred to. 


The university of Wisconsin Is the 


pride of the state. Tho property rep- 
resents the Investment of mmiy mil 
lions, and the 
support has always 


been liberal, yet In spite of this spir- 
it of generosity on the part of the 
people, and In the light of such pro- 
ceedings as are under <!lnens<Hion, tho 
ciucstlon IB frequently asked. "Is H 
worth the price?" 


All of the young men In attendance 


are- pensioners on the bounty of tho 
state, and a Inrge majority of them 
belong to the dependent class so far 
as self-support Is concerned. ,Thoy 
are standing on the threshold of man- 
hood, and have reached tho ago where 
a boy Is expected to take Home inter- 
est In his future.

of a years work. It Is the summary 
which 
records 
development, and 


speaks of ability 
and faithfulness, 


and It Is moro Important than all the 
Jubilees that tho university will ever 
celebrate. 


While It Is to 
be expected that 


among- so large a class of young men 
there will bo a class of young men 
small minority on whom 
time and 


money Is wasted In an effort to force 
upon them the advantages of higher 
education. It will be a surprise and a 
disappointment to know 
that the 


spirit of rebellion Is so general, when 
it comes to deciding a question which 
has to do with permanent welfare. 


There Is something radically wrong 


about the whole situation, 
and If 


President Van Hisc 
has discovered 


where the

The young man who goes out from
